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The first larpe. meeting of the McGill 
delegation to the Student Conference of 
Toronto during the Christmas holidays, 
since the convention, was held last night 
at Strathcona Hail. About one hundred 
were present for supper and many more 
came in later to hear the speeches. 

Dr. Best was the first speaker. He 
outlined the programme which had been 
t'oHowed out by the convention. The 
morning sessions were given over to ex 
perts who spoke on such n,u*stions as In- 
dustrialism, Racial and Religions ques- 
tions, etc. The evening sessions were 
open forum' to allow public, discussion 
upon the subjects treated in the morn 
ing. This seemed to be a most daring 
experiment, but the results had entirely 
justified it being tried out. 

The open forum was one of the great 
differences between the Toronto confer- 
ence and those held previous to it. An 
other digerence was the separation of 
the Religious from the regular session 
Former conventions had begun by 
prayer and hymn singing. 

Much emphasis was laid upon the so- 
cial application of the Kingdom of God. 
Ml the delegates were considered Chris- 
tians in the broadest sense of that word. 
In other conferences, said Dr- Best, 
he only people who were reasonably 
certain of being saved were the ogicials 
on the platform. Fortunately this be- 
ef did not manifest itself in the Toron- 
> conference. 

Impressions of the conference upon 
Dr. Best were first the many social, eco- 
nomic and religious differences display- 
d at the beginning of the convention. 
A second impression was the respon- 
sibility which the students now began 
to feel for social problems and real cur- 
rent questions. 

The third and last impression was that 
the delegates were unanimous in the be- 
lief that all social problems went back, 
ufter all, to a moral question. That 
the only solution was the universal 
brotherhood of man. 

Dr. Best said the convention had been 
most fortunate with regard to the in- 
telligent ability of the delegates. For- 
tunate, because this conference in par- 
ticular had appealed to the individual 
and not to authority. Dr. Best's own 
opinion and that of many others was 
that the conference was the beginning of 
a new era. One leader in the religious 
world had said on lcavng one of the 
sessions, "Now I depart in peace, for 
mine eyes have seen thy salvation." 

"We must have universal brotherhood 
concluded Dr. Best. 

Miss 7.. Slack, who was the next 
speaker, spoke on the international phase 
of the conference. She said it had been 
an inspiration to breakfast with Chinese, 
to lunch with Indians, and perhaps to 
dine with Africans. 

Dr. Agrey, an African professor, 
praised the work missionaries were do 
ing on the "dark continent," though he 
said they must not preach a white god 
and a black devil, as many of them were 
inclined to do. "For," said Dr. Agrey, 
looking at his black hand, "nothing will 
ever wash this hand whiter than snow." 
Below the humor of this African was 
real pathos. He pleaded that Africa fee 
given a man's chance, and that she would 
prove to the world she was worth it. 

Dr. Tsu and Professor Hung, of 
China, both said that nationalism was 
growing with the awakening of young 
China. A note which the Indian rep- 
csentative sounded also when speaking 
of his country. This man said that the 
need of India to-day was men and wo- 
men of understanding— not upon those 
who looked down on Indians as "Hea- 
then." 

In speaking of Canada, Hon. N. W. 
Rowell said that national unity must 
come before internationalism. 

Miss Slack said that speakers from 
all countries addressed the convention, 
notable among these being the delegate 
from Germany, who confessed a hesi- 
tancy about coming to the conference at 
all, but this was dispelled before many 
sessions had taken place. Indeed the 
German delegate received one of the 
best re-eptions of any of the foreign 
delegates present. 

Miss Slack concluded her most inter- 
esting talk by stating that the method 
for settling international , affairs was 
the universal acknowledgment of the Fa 
therhood of God and the brotherhood of 
man. . .

Four of the prominent students of 
l'Université de Montreal who attended 
the inaugural supper of the discussion 
groups at Strathcona Hall last evening 
afterwards paid their first visit to the 
"Daily" office in the Union and ex 
pressed themselves as impressed with 
the accommodation and gcnrral at- 
mosphere, which were termed ''truly 
journalistic." The visiting students 
were M. Jules Derome, président de 
l'Association Générale des Etudiants 
de l'Université de Montréal, corre 
sponding to the position of president 
of the Students' Council of McGill: M 
Errol Boucher, conseiller de l'Associa 
tion Générale des Etudiants; M. Syl- 
vio Brassard, président de l'Associa 
tion des Etudiants en Architecture, 
and M. Jean Bruchesi. rédacteui-cu 
chef (editor-in-chief ) du "Quartier La 
tin" et assistant secrétaire de l'Asso 
ciation. 

M. Derome declared that the stu- 
dents of l'Université de Montreal were 
very much interested in McGill, and 
desired a closer connection with this 
university. The hockey fixtures be- 
tween the two colleges, he said, would

tion a lively discussion. He stated that 
one of the most necessary factors for 
the success of the team was the boosting 
and co-operation of the students, and 
above all of the Faculty and Alumni of 
the University, and expressed the hope 
that this would be found in much great- 
er degree next fall. 

When nominations for Captain were 
called for, "Doug." McGregor was nom- 
inated by "Eddie" Gain. No other 
nominations were made and the motion 
passed unanimously. 

Capt. McGregor, in his initial speech, 
conveyed his thanks for the great hon- 
our given him. He stated that it was 
the ambition of almost everyone who 
piayed Rugby at University to become 
Captain of the Senior team, and he ap- 
preciated the honour from the bottom of 
his heart. The message of the new cap- 
tain was one of exhortation to greater 
effort, and co-operation for the future. 
The Rugby team had been unsuccessful 
for two years, and every effort would 
be made to turn out a winning team this 
year. He expressed himself as entirely 
in favour with the projects suggested by 
McLagan, and hoped that he would merit 
the support and assistance of the play- 
ers which he knew would be afforded 
him. In closing, Capt. McGregor paid 
high tribute to the wonderful work of 
Coach Shaughnessy under adverse con- 
ditions, and to the praiseworthy leader- 
hip of the retiring captain, Douglas Atn- 
bridge. 

When ex-Capt. Ambridge rose to ad- 
dress the little band of men who had 
played under him in the past season, he 
was greeted with hearty applause. He 
tatcd that though the team which he 
'tad captaintd had had rather an unfor- 
unate season, il was not because the 
men had not given their best. He ap- 
preciated the support that had been giv- 
ii him and thanked the players for it. 
e expressed the opinion that the choice 
of McGregor lor Captain of the 1923 
team was a very fortunate one. and 
wished the team greater good fortune 
than in the recent past. 

Perhaps the most encouraging sign for 
McGill's 1923 team was the intense in- 
terest shown by every player at the 
meeting and a one hundred per cent at- 
tendance was reported. Every speech 
sliowed a determination by every man to 
(io his utmost towards producing a win- 
ning team for old McGill next fall. 
Such a spirit manifested so early in the 
year and with a strong undercurrent of 
optimism augurs well for a successful 
season next autumn. 

Douglas McGregor. newly-elected 
Captain, is one of the most well-known 
and popular figures around the Univer- 
sity, for the past three years he has oc

team, and is one of the best defensive 
players in Intercollegiate Rugby. His 
season as Captain of the 1923 team will 
ikely be his last spent in McGill Rugby 
circles, as his graduation in Medicine is 
scheduled for 1924. 

McGregor has been a prominent figure 
on the executives of the various asso- 
ciations of the University, last year hold- 
ing among others the position of Vice- 
President of the McGill Football Club. 

Born in March 1895, "Doug." obtain- 
ed his primary education at Waterdown, 
near Hamilton, Ont, He entered McGill 
in the autumn of 1915, and played both 
Class and Interfaculty Rugby in that

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The date for the next meeting of the 
Mock Parliament has been set for the 
evening of Thursday next, February 
the first.

At that 
time tire Progressive Party, under the 
leadership of R. K. Jones, was in pow- 
er but was ousted by V. Barre and his 
followers, who promoted an active 
campaign of propaganda on behalf of 
the Constitutional party. 

Plans for the nest meeting are nec- 
essarily immature, and probably not 
ready for disclosure as ye(. That the 
Constitutional party will not retain a 
majority without determined efforts 
upon their part to renew old party tiea 
and to form, if possible, new pnes l* 
a statement that finds its verification 
in the expressed determination of th« 
late Premier, R. K-. Jones, who is re- 
ported to have said ''no attempted 
bribery and corruption on the part of 
the Government will alter my decision 
to do my utmost for the adherents to 
the Progressive cause."

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OUR RESPONSIBILITY 



The events of the first month of the new year go far to show 
that 1923 will not bring back this stricken world to normal condi 
tions. Critical international situations develop overnight, and we 
live from day to day not knowing when we will again be involved 
in a great conflict. Britain's stand in the Near East last autumn 
narrowly averted a war which might have assumed universal pro- 
portions, and the Turkish question remains unsolved with the sin- 
ister prospect of hostilities ever looming before us. 

The occupation of the Ruhr aggravates Franco-German racial 
antagonism, and reliable students of European politics tell us that 
the seeds of another war are being sown. The instruments of war 
fare have been "improved upon" since 1918, and new and more 
deadly ones invented so that the horrors of the next conflict would 
be beyond comprehension. Glorying in our marvellous age of pro- 
gress, our age of machinery, wc arc the victims of our own invert 
lions. Are wc un the road to ultimate extinction? Russia, or "what 
was Russia", as a prominent McGill professor calls the wrecked 
empire, is crippled socially and economically for generations, while 
tTic countries of central Kurope. notably Germany and Austria, arc 
in a deplorable condition. Italy recently experienced an unusual, 
and bloodless revolution, and the too numerous buffer slates of 
Europe arc uncertain quantities. 

In the midst of this welter of discord and unrest, Great Britain, 
heavy-laden with weighty internal problems, is. in spite of grave 
difficulties, recovering her commercial strength, and whose courage, 
wisdom and power arc the greatest factors maintaining peace today; 

l r c\v people realise that the England of 1800, now the Mother 
land of the British Commonwealth of Nations, had but 8.800,000 
people, approximately the equivalent of Canada's population in 1923, 
yet she was the bulwark against Napoleon. The Dominion has not 
yet produced a William Pitt, an Arthur Wcllesley. a Horatio Nelson, 
cjr an Adam Smith, although in a decade, providing that lethargy 
or. war do not impede our development, Canada will have to bear 
a large share of the responsibility for the welfare of the world. We, 
Hàvc made wonderful strides commercially, but much of our develop 
ment has been due to unlimited resources and a few pioneers of de- 
termination and vision. The future of this great Dominion, the 
future of the Empire, and the future welfare of the world, contin 
uoubly beset by dark forces, rest with the intelligent young men and 
young women of the land, who come largely from our universities, 
from our own McGill. To become great thinkers, and statesmen, 
we, the youth of Canada, should be imbued with that spirit of sacri 
lice and high ideals shown in the war, and those strong British tra- 
ditions which arc our heritage. 



THE TWO UNIVERSITIES OF MONTREAL 



It is a significant fact, and one that augurs well for the future, 
that a step has at last been taken in securing at least a measure of 
co-operation between the students of the twer great universities of 
M.PJitreal— McGill and l'Université de Montréal. An invitation 
wTiich was tendered to the students of the French university to at 
tend the discussion groups and open forums which are being organ- 
ized at Strathcona Hall for the study of industrial, national and in 
tenvational questions has been received with a welcome almost 
unexpected in its warmth, and as a result two of the groups arc to 
be under the joint leadership of two professors, one from each of 
the universities ; while at the first meeting which was held last night 
a representative group— including "le président de l'Association 
Générale des Etudiants" and "le rédacteur en chef" of the students' 
journal — came up from the down-town college and co-operated 
heartily with their confreres of McGill. 

The good effects of the recent National Student Conference at 
Toronto are not showing themselves more clearly and more prac- 
tically from the point uf view of the students of McGill than in this 
First move towards a fuller co-operation with the French collegians 
The desire which wc have for closer contact with the students of 
the University of Montreal is reciprocated in no uncertain manner. 
The reception which was accorded to the McGill undergraduates 
who approached the students' council of-U. of M., the opinion upon 
this subject expressed to us by the president of the council, and the 
presence of the French representatives last night— all these bear tes- 
timony to the willingness of the students of the French-Canadian 
college to work with us on terms of fraternity and good will, while 
their entrance into the Intercollegiate Hockey League is indicative 
of a fuller friendship to be won in the realm of sport. In work and 
play, then, let us say to the other University of Montreal— "Bien- 
venue".

They are 
Sir William Taylor, Sir Berkley Moy- 
nHian, Sir Robert Jones, the eminent 
British surgeons, and Dr. W. J. Mayo, 
the famous American surgeon and one 
«f the Mayo brother* of clinic fame. 



All four have signified their inten- 
tion of being present to receive the 
honor which was awarded las-1 year. 
Sir William Taylor rendered during 
the war advancement of surgical sci- 
ence and contributions to surgical lit- 
erature. Sir Berkley Moynihan is hon- 
ored in virtue of his eminent position 
as a professor and teacher of surgery, 
his contributions to surgical literature 
and his valuable work during the war 
as chairman of the Medical Advisory 
Board. Sir Robert Joncs, K.B.E., 
C.B.. F.R.C.S., receives recognition as 
the foremost orthopathic surgeon in 
the British Empire, for his work- dur- 
ing the war as member of the Consul- 
tative Council, and for his notable con- 
trilyitions to surgical literature, par- 
ticularly military orthopathic surgery. 
Dr; W. J. Mayo is honored for his 
contributions in the field of medicine.

NOTED ASTRONOMER 

SPEAKS TONIGHT 

Before the Astronomical Society to- 
night at S o'clock in the Phyascs build- 
ing Prof. C. A. Chant of 'Varsity, a 
well known Canadian astronomer, Cvill 
speak of the Eclipse Expedition, of 
which he was a charge, to Wallal, on 
the north-west coast of Australia. 
This site was selected as it gave a 
long duration of totality and furnished 
a high degree of probability for a clear 
sky on the date of the eclipse, Septem- 
ber 21.

M. Bruchcsi, editor-in-chief of "Le 
Quartier Latin", is a nephew of His 
Grace Archbishop Bruchcsi. He said 
that the first Laval weekly, "L'Escho- 
licr," first saw light fifteen years ago. 
and was followed by "L'Etudiant". 
These publications were in no way of- 
ficial organs of the student body, be- 
ing solely the work of groups of men. 
Five years ago, "Le Quartier Latin," 
"Organe de l'Association Générale des 
Etudiants de l'Université de Mont- 
réal", was established, and has since 
that day well-justified its existence by 
the excellence of the material publish- 
ed each week. 

"Le Quartier Latin", numbering 
eight pages, is published each Thurs- 
day at noon, and contains news of the 
many student activities, although a lit- 
erary flavour is present throughout 
which is evident in the poems o( 
merit and articles on religion, politics, 
the drama, etc. The circulation is 
2,000, the paper being sent to the 
French colleges affiliated with the uni- 
versity, as well as to other education- 
al institutions throughout Canada. The 
editorial office is situated in the uni- 
versity building on St. Denis street, 
and the staff meetings arc held. in the 
Students' House. "Le Quartier Latin" 
is headed by M. Hubert Trudclle, di- 
recteur; M. Gaston Caisse, administra- 
teur (manager), and M. Jean Bni- 
chesi, rédactcur-cn-chcf. The mana- 
ger presides over the business and ad- 
vertising staff, and the editor-in-chief 
over the editorial staff. 

M. Boucher evinced much interest 
in the two French societies at McGiil, 
"Le Cercle Français" and "La Société 
Française", and said that many stu- 
dents of his university had expressed 
a desire to meet the members of these 
societies. He hoped that relations 
would be established in the near fu- 
ture. M. Boucher asserted that his 
fellow-students, with very, few excep- 
tions, spoke English, and read the 
English journals each day. He hoped 
that students of McGiil were equally 
proficient in the knowledge of French. 
M. Boucher was editor-in-chief of "Le 
Quartier Latin" in 1921, and director 
last year. 

L'Université de .Montréal , eon tains 
the Faculties of Theology, Law, Medi- 
cine, Philosophy, Letters, Pure Sri- 
encc and Dentistry, and the Schools of 
Pharmacy, Veterinary Surgery. Ap- 
plied Science, Commerxc.-and Political 
and Social Science. An Arts course 
lasting four years, giving the degrees 
Bachelor of Letters and Bachelor, of 
Science, ^taken at one of 'the college? in 
the Montreal district, is preliminary 
to the degrees of the faculties and 
schools. In regard to Law and Medi- 
cine, "brevet" examinations may qual-' 
ify the candidate for entrance without 
pursuing the four-year Arts course at 
the affiliated colleges.

FOUR 
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DARTMOUTH FRATERNITY 
RUSHING 

The fraternity rushing season at 
Dartmouth is just approaching. Hcre- 
;ofore it has been customary for the 
fraternities to call hack at this crucial 
time enthusiastic and experienced al- 
umni who, by their silver-tongued ora- 
tory, endeavor to influence Freshmen 
for their Greek letter organization. 
The Interfratcrnity Council unexpect- 
edly voted unanimously against this 
practice and "The Dartmouth" com- 
ments upon it as follows : "Five 
months provides an adequate period in 
which a Freshman of ordinary intel- 
ligence can decide for himself- just 
what he wants to find in a fraternity 
and what fraternity will be best suit- 
ed to his needs. He wants not only 
to be happy from the point .of view of 
congeniality: he wants also the satis- 
faction and happiness that come from 
association with men who will make 
it a point to see that he gets as much 
as he possibly can out of college. The 
modern Freshman is a sophisticated 
animal; he is often older than he 
looks." 

There is food for thought in this. 
The evils of early rushing arc evident 
but in most colleges it seems to be a 
choice of evils. At Vermont such ac- 
tion has been discussed frequently. But 
the present existing conditions infor- 
mally among fraternity men are not 
suitable for such a system here. Ver- 
mont, in the first place, is not a rich 
man's college. First year men pro- 
vtrbially have difficulty with their 
"mid-years'" a> all institutions of strict 
scholastic rating. These men on the 
average at Vermont are unable to af- 
ford the luxury of tutors. The dor- 
mitory system is limited and many 
Freshmen arc thrown out in the city, 
where they may or may not he for- 
tunate to run across an upper-classnian 
who can help them. The fraternities 
fill a great need here. Many '.fst year 
men of sterling ability owe their scho- 
lastic- success to their fraternity. It 
means, something lo the fraternity to 
have the Frosh remain in college and 
he will receive all the help he is willing 
to' assimilate if he is a fraternity man. 

There is another i.tctor, which, 
though not pleasant, enters in, Al- 
though the Greek letter organizations 
may start out with the best of inten- 
tions, .if thete is a delay of five months 
before the matter of fraternity mem- 
bership may he broached, there will be 
surreptitious work and many of the 
broad-minded and impartial yearlings 
will be secretly pledged long before 
the day the bids arc given out. With 
the best of intentions, understandings 
would exist Theoretically it is a fra- 
ternity-rushing panacea: practically it 
would prove a failure here and doubt- 
less doesn't produce the Utopian con- 
ditions which are accredited to it at 
institutions where it is actually in use.
